Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 



The examiner contacted Mr. Higgins to discuss amendments to overcome the teaching of Van Ness and place the 
claims in condition for allowance. The suggested amendments include adding a final step of "using a data set of 
sorted information and feedback control to control the per reaction in real time. The examiner stated that while Van 
Ness monitors their per in real time, they do not teach or suggest controlling the per in real time. Mr. Higgins 
questioned the examiner's opinion of Van Ness and real time monitoring. The examiner stated that Van Ness 
specifically states "real time" monitoring using an interface (col. 64, first paragraph) and in the following passages 
provides examples of interface, some of which are illustrated in Fig. 15 & 16. The examiner further stated that the 
instant specification does not define the instantly claimed "real time" over that taught by Van Ness. Mr. Higgins did 
not agree to amend the claims as suggested by the examiner. The examiner informed Mr. Higgins that the claims 
are not compliant with amendment practice under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 because the claim listing does not include Claim 11. 
Because the claims are not compliant, and because the claims cannot be amended to place them in condition for 
allowance, a non-compliant letter will be sent at this time. .
